INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


During  the  year  64  infectious  disease  notifications  were 
received.  They  included  7  cases  of  food  poisoning,  37  measles, 
14  whooping  cough  and  2  cases  of  pneumonia. 

The  measles  outbreak  was  part  of  a  general  outbreak  which 
occurred  in  North  Devon  and  started  in  the  spring  and  continued 
through  the  summer. 

Seven  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  occurred  at  a 
private  school — this  was  investigated  but  no  particular  food 
could  be  incriminated.  There  was  some  delay  in  the 
notification  of  this  outbreak. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  reported. 

There  were  two  cases  of  lung  tuberculosis  as  compared 
with  one  in  1960.  There  was  also  2  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis — one  being  a  woman  with  tuberculosis  of  rib — 
and  the  other  a  young  school  girl  with  tuberculous  glands  of 
neck.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


During  the  year  the  Bratton  Down  Reservoir  with  a  capacity 
of  I  million  gallons  was  completed.  This  reservoir  was 
constructed  to  ensure  adequate  water  pressure  for  the  supply  of 
mains  water  for  the  villages  of  Brayford,  East  and  West 
Buckland,  Molland  and  East  and  West  Anstey.  The  water  is 
pumped  to  the  reservoir  after  filtration  and  chlorination  at  the 
Bratton  Fleming  works.  By  the  end  of  1961,  Bray  ford,  East 
and  West  Buckland  were  connected  to  the  North  Devon  mains 
water  supply. 

The  number  of  dwellings  and  farms  connected  on  to  the 
mains  water  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  was  62.  In 
addition  to  the  villages  already  mentioned  who  are  not  on  mains 
water  the  villages  of  Knowstone,  Rose  Ash  and  Creacombe 
must  be  added. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  SECTION  47 

One  case  was  dealt  with  under  this  Act  during  the  year. 
This  was  an  elderly  lady  living  alone  in  a  semi-detached  cottage 
in  an  isolated  position  in  the  Rural  Area.  She  was  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  she  had  become  weak  and  frail  through 
lack  of  adequate  and  proper  nourishment.  She  had  been 
approached  by  her  own  Doctor  and  by  the  Welfare  Service 
regarding  a  move  to  the  County  Welfare  Home  for  the  aged  but 
had  declined.  She  was  eventually  moved  under  a  compulsory 
order  and  to  date  she  had  accepted  the  change  and  has  settled 
in  her  new  home  and  appears  content. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OE  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA 


Tuberculosis 

Hawley  Hospital,  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Barnstaple,  has 
28  beds. 

Maternity  Cases 

There  is  a  ward  of  14  beds  with  a  fully  qualified  staff  at  the 

North  Devon  Infirmary,  Barnstaple,  available  for  maternity  cases 
of  doubt  and  difficulty. 

Three  beds  are  also  set  aside  for  maternity  cases  in  the 
South  Molton  and  District  Cottage  Hospital. 

The  General  Practitioners’  Maternity  Unit  of  13  beds  is  at 
Highfield,  ”  Victoria  Road,  Barnstaple. 

Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases 

Cases  are  sent  either  to  Whipton  Hospital,  near  Exeter,  or 
to  the  Kingsley  Hospital  which  is  situated  just  outside  the 
Borough  of  Bideford,  and  is  well  equipped  in  every  way  for  the 
treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases;  there  are  20  beds  available  in 
cubicles  for  Infectious  cases. 

Smallpox 

The  Smallpox  Hospital,  to  which  cases  of  Smallpox  will  be 
sent,  is  at  Upton  Pine.  Telephone  to  Isolation  Hospital, 
Whipton,  Exeter  67158,  and  this  is  the  same  number  for  the 
ambulance. 

General 

The  South  Molton  and  District  Cottage  Hospital,  situated  in 
the  Borough  of  South  Molton,  serves  this  area.  There  are  9  beds 
for  general  and  maternity  cases.  The  North  Devon  Infirmary, 
situated  in  Barnstaple,  also  serves  the  area  and  provides 
Specialists’  Services. 

In  South  Molton  there  are  also  chronic  sick  patients  at  Beech 
House,  but  no  further  admissions  are  being  made. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

Chest  Clinics. — These  are  held  at  the  North  Devon 
Infirmary,  Barnstaple,  in  the  Glossop  Annexe.  Below  is  a 
table  giving  the  days  and  times  of  attendance.

There  are  2  District  Nurses  in  the  area  who  act  as  midwives. 
Laboratory  Facilities 

The  main  Laboratory  is  situated  at  Bradninch  Place,  Gandy 
Street,  Exeter,  and  Dr.  Moore  is  the  Director.  It  is  completely 
installed  with  the  necessary  equipment  for  bacteriological 
examinations  of  all  kinds.  Its  diagnostic  and  consultative 
services  are  available  for  all  patients.  Bacteriological 
examinations  of  water  and  milk  are  also  carried  out.  The 
service  is  extremely  valuable  and  is  widely  used  by  the  medical 
practitioners. 

There  is  also  a  Pathological  Laboratory  at  75  Boutport 
Street,  Barnstaple,  with  a  full-time  Pathologist  and  Technical 
Staff  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  whole  North  Devon  area.  There 
is  a  Blood  Bank  at  this  Laboratory. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre 

Held  Thursday  afternoons  between  2  and  4.30  p.m.  at  99 
Last  Street,  South  Molton. 

Ante  Natal  Clinic 

Held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month  at 
99  Last  Street. 

Ambulance  Services 

Under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
the  Local  Health  Authority  (i.e.  the  Devon  County  Council)  is 
responsible  for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service,  and  the 
Devon  Health  Committee  have  arranged  for  this  to  be  provided 
through  the  agency  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 
Under  the  scheme,  an  ambulance  station  has  been  established  at 
South  Molton.  The  districts  served  are  South  Molton  Borough 
and  South  Molton  Rural  District.  The  Hospital  Car  Service, 
also  under  the  Devon  County  Council,  is  available  on  applicatibn 
to  the  Hospital,  by  the  doctor  concerned,  and  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  empowered  to  hire  cars  in  urgent  cases  when  an 
ambulance  is  not  necessary.

Where  the  Private  Water  Supplies  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  informal  action  was  taken  to  have  the  matters 
remedied  or  an  alternative  source  found,  in  many  cases,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Drainage  and  Water  Supplies  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  the  year,  surface  water  diversion  schemes  were 
carried  out  at  Chulmleigh  so  as  to  prevent  overloading  of  the 


sewerage  system. 

^  tender  was  accepted  for  re-laymg  some  sewers,  extending 
^e  sewerage  system  and  constructing  a  Disposal  Works  at 
Georgenympton,  although  no  work  had  been  commenced  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  for  Kingsnympton  was  prepared 
and  preliminary  surveys  carried  out  at  Meshaw  and  Burrington. 

•11  schemes  are  also  required  in  the  following 

villages:  Brayford,  Umberleigh,  Romansleigh,  East  Worlington*! 
Alswear,  Mariansleigh  and  Molland. 


HOUSING 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  of  a  Demolition  Order 
with  regard  to  four  dwellings  at  Drayford — the  families  con¬ 
cerned  being  rehoused  on  the  Council  Estate  at  Witheridge.  A 
demolition  order  was  made  in  respect  of  a  dwelling  at  West 
Buckland  and  the  family  rehoused.  Eight  bungalow  type 
dwellings  wer§  erected  for  the  Council  during  the  year — four  at 
Witheridge  and  four  at  North  Molton. 

Standard  Grants  approved  by  the  Council  in  respect  of 
improvements  made  to  dwellings  such  as  installation  of  baths, 
wash  hand  basins,  hot  water  supply,  food  store, &  w.C.  resultea 
in  46  dwellings  being  improved  during  the  year. 

Discretionary  Grants  made  by  the  Council  in  respect  of 
improvements  to  dwellings  resulted  in  13  dwellings  being 
improved  and  completed  during  the  year. 

There  were  13  privately  owned  houses  erected  in  the  Rural 
area  in  1961, 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

visits  were  paid  to  the  premises  in  which  food  is 
handled  and  sold  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  was  generally 
^tisfactory.  No  prosecutions  were  made  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.

Of  the  four  slaughterhouses  previously  licensed,  three  were 
reconditioned  so  as  to  comply  with  the  Hygiene  and  Cruelty 
Regulations.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  the  other  slaughter¬ 
house  so  that  the  licence  has  lapsed  and  will  not  be  renewed..

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding  Table  that  100%  meat 
Inspection  was  carried  out,  involving  374  visits.  It  was  necessary 
to  condemn  10  cwts.  3  qtrs.  1  lb.  of  carcase  meat  and 
13  cwts.  3  qtrs.  8  lbs.  of  offal. 

ICE  CREAM
